| took it serious though in high school. ’86 was a big year for it though. | could. remember 
being in school and seeing apiece and being like, “What the-fuck?!” | guess it Was like 
some other artist who might see a Picasso and reacting hella ERE n shit. So, you got 
questions like Jim Rome, or what? LAUGHS 


Your name, how’d you get it? Tell me that story. | was tagging “spot” for awhile. | wanted to 
change it to clue, but when | started to put it up | was writing “CUE” and was forgetting 
to put in the “L”. Then it evolved to “CUES”. One of my homeies suggested flipping the 
E and S. And there you go. CUSE. I’ve been writing “wicked styles” with CUSE. Now 

| just write and go by Wicked; broke it down and let it evolve, i guess. You suck as an 
interviewer. WE LAUGH 


I know. Are you a communist? You're stupid. LAUGHS |’m no fucking communist! 


So, haw’d yourget into stickers? | don’t know, because of you probably. 


What’s something good about stickers wetsus ‘traditional 
graffiti? It's a different way of.expression. There’s 
less heat from cops and you can’get up more. 


Do you have any-favorite artists? In 96 | met Dream. 
| was over at the 23rd tracks in Oakland. It was 
real quick | just kinda met him and that was it. 


What do you dislike about graffiti? Hard to say. The 
commercialization, | guess. Crossing out. One 
time this cat crossed out a piece with his tag. 
A lot of kids now/don’t\know about | 
where graf Came from. You should | 
Know where ittcame from to know : 
where to take it. You déserve to 
get:shot-for crossing out with tags 
like that. 


You say that those kids don’t know where 
graf “came from.” Can you explain what you 
meant by that? Where did graffiti come from? It’s 
about getting up, bombin’, expressing yourself 
through art. Also, there are certain principles 
you can’t break. If someone does a tight ass 
piece you have to “burn” ‘em, you know? 
Go over it with something tighter. Graffiti 
isn’t a fad. It's not just a brand new pair of 
jeans you're just gonna put on and look cool in. 


Would you say that graffiti is 
destructive? Not really. You Gotta 
look at different civilizations 
and cultures. Look at the 
Egyptians. They were just 
expressing themselves. Or even 
Neanderthals versus the homo- 
erectus. Neanderthals couldn’t 
process that kind of expression. 
Graffiti is just.a way to express 
yourself. | don’t like it when it’s 
just some street punk tagging 
all over just to get up. Graffiti's 
uncensored art; Expression. 


Where do you see the future of street art? It'll be evolving into different styles. There used to 
be pieces all over and now there’s more stickers n stuff like that. It's gonna be around 
forever. It's not gonna stop.
